In  the  500  years  since  Columbus,  millions  came  to  America  in  search  of 
economic  survival  and  political  security,  and  much  of  the  history  of  the  country 
is  the  story  of  how  that  played  out — the  expanse  of  agricultural  land  and 
the  industrial  revolution  fostering  an  unprecedented  level  of  material  well- 
being,  a  story  that  goes  on,  fed  by  continuing  streams  of  immigration  and  an 
economy  that  retains  its  capacity  to  transform  and  grow.  This  success  is  both 
a  cause  for  hope  and  a  call  to  extend  its  benefits  more  equally,  to  those  from 
whom  the  country  was  torn,  those  who  came  involuntarily  and  those  who 
continue  to  come,  escaping  from  poverty  and  persecution.  It  is  an  invitation  to 
extend  its  benefits  to  all,  whether  the  adversity  a  person  faces  is  dramatic  or  only 
the  daily  task  of  getting  it  all  together  when  there  are  too  many  little  difficulties. 
It  is  an  invitation  to  justice. 

In  his  Commencement  remarks  on  justice,  John  Lewis  spoke,  too,  of  courage, 
of  the  "hundreds  and  thousands  of  men  and  women  who  have  put  their  bodies  on 
the  line  for  the  cause  of  justice.  Through  their  hard  work  and  raw  courage,  they 
have  made  a  difference.  They  are  founders  of  the  New  America."  Christopher 
Patten,  in  his  remarks  on  justice,  said  "charity  comes  first,  not  justice;  justice 
without  charity  will  never  reconcile  or  make  us  whole."  To  this  we  can  add  that 
justice  implies  not  only  courage  and  charity,  but  compassion,  steadfastness, 
humility,  respect  and  more.  Each  of  the  virtues  when  understood  deeply  implies 
all  the  others. 

Though  we  cannot  know  what  the  future  will  bring,  the  great  virtues  can  be 
our  touchstone,  too,  for  the  next  millennium.  We  cannot  know  what  challenges 
may  spring  upon  us,  but  we  do  know  that  for  richer  or  poorer,  we  must  love, 
honor  and  cherish  these  great  qualities  in  both  personal  and  public  life.  We  do 
know  that  the  personal  economic  improvement  we  seek  is  as  a  means  to  create 
room  in  our  lives  for  values  that  go  far  beyond  economics,  and  that  in  the  press 
of  everyday  life  we  must  remember  the  great  virtues.  If  we  do  that,  though  the 
pace  of  change  in  the  new  century  continues  to  quicken,  we  will  keep  our 
balance.  We  will,  in  Christopher  Patten's  image,  keep  the  candle  burning.  In 
John  Lewis'  words,  we  will  live  our  lives  fueled  by  a  vision.  If  we  persist,  we 
will  also  have  lived  life  as  an  adventure.
